In Boston they have 
gone to the extent of advertising at motion pic- 
tr.re shows by means of a slide announcing that 
books relative to the pictured scenes and subjects 
are to be obtained at the public libraries. ‘It is a 
bright idea,’ the suggestion reads, ‘to follow up 
the subject that has interested you here.’ 


“It would be a brighter idea if libraries were 
to adopt many of the methods of commercial spec- 
ulators. Let them have motion pictures and such 
attractions in their marble halls. Let all sociolo- 
gists learn from these merchants and speculators, 
who are better students of human nature than 
teachers and preachers. 


“But while art galleries and libraries are desert- 
ed, you cannot ignore the manifest appeal of the 
theaters, the cheaper ones. We have only to take 
our cue from them and build immeasurably upon 
their fundamentals of their success. And so we 
come to the civic theater as a means of reform.” 


Mr. MacKaye then briefly outlined the plan, 
which includes the endowment of the theater, so 
that educational attractions, the best in modern 
and classical drama, may be offered at a price 
never to exceed 15 cents. The civic theater might 
co-operate with the existing theaters and a large 
number of actors and managers would gladly 
lend their aid. On a large scale, such a Federal 
enterprise would open up a new and inspiring 
calling to vast numbers of men and women. The 
greatest obstacle to be anticipated is the existing 
prejudice, the relic of puritanism in the cities. 

In conclusion Mr. Mackaye spoke of the endow- 
ment difficulty and the prospect of enlisting 


governmental responsibility, but not without op- 
timism. 


“The Federal public theater is coming,” said 
he. “A tidal wave of democracy is overspreading 
the earth. Only progressiveism in the national,

HAT shall we do with the initiative? 
W Even the heartiest supporters of di- 
rect legislation admit that the initiative 
' has had a bad start in Missouri. Its twin reform, 
referendum, thus far, has never been used. 

The “I. & R.” amendment was voted into the 
Constitution of Missouri in 1908. And as a se- 
uence, if Mot as a consequence, no other amend- 
ient has passed since, for at each of the two 
iate elections held since 1908 there has been one 
proposal put forward, by the initiative, which has 
| bee n so bitterly fought that it has carried every- 
! thing else, good or bad, down with it. 

In 1910 it was prohibition; in 1912 it was single 
 t tax. In 1910 there were 10 other proposed amend- 
: ments, and in 1912 eight others, and there was no 
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- general opposition to any of them. Yet none of 
them came within shouting distance of getting the 
required majority of all votes cast at the election. 


' Indolence of Volers 
Defeals Amendments.

They have not taken the trouble, it has been said, 
to read the fine-print wording of the different 
proposals on the ballot, but voted “No” on all, to 
be sure of “smashing” the one they particularly 
opposed. In the case of a certain class of city 
voters, it has been commonly believed ward work- 
ers gave the word for the slaughtering of all tne 
amendments, not wishing to take any chances 
of having the wrong one supported. 

The Legislature has tackled the problem of 
what to do with the initiative. It has considered 
the question chiefly from the standpoint of oppo- 
sition to the single tax. Although the ‘single tax 
amendment was beaten nearly six to one last fall, 
the legislators wish to keep anybody from putting 
such a thing on the ballot in future. So the Sen- 
ate has passed a resolution to amend the initia- 
tive so as to provide that it shall not be used for 
single-tax purposes. The House is expected to 
pass the same resolution, and the matter will then 
zo on the ballot at the next State election, in 
1914, to be voted on by the people. 

The Senate’s proposal for ‘“hobbling” the initia- 
tive also provides that no one shall be hired, for 
money, to solicit signatures to initiative petitions. 
If this should ever prevail, say the Senate’s critics, 
it will be the practical end of the initiative, for 
those who have had charge of the circulating of 
initiative petitions in the past say that, without 
some paid workers, the required 5 per cent of 
names in 11 congressional districts of the State 
cannot be made up. 


Proposals Fail for 
Lack of Signatures. 


St. Louis voted the initiative and referendum 
into its city charter last fall, but has made no 
use of them thus far. An effort was made to put 
a number of proposals on the ballot at this spring’s 
city election by initiative petitions, but the high 
requirement -for signatures—15 per cent of the 
number of voters—caused the effort to fail. 

The Post-Dispatch sought the views of a num- 
ber of persons on the question whether the initia- 
tive should be changed, either as proposed by the 
Legislature, or otherwise. Some of those inter- 
viewed said that the different amendments should 
be made more easily recognizable on the ballot, to 
prevent blind voting against all in order to de- 
feat one. Otherwise, they believe, the initiative 
should be let alone and the people should be trust- 
ed to learn, in the course of a few more elections, 
how to use the initiative more intelligently. 

Those whose views were obtained for publica- 
tion are former Gov. Folk, under whose admints- 
tration the “I. & R.” amendment was passed; 
former Chairman Kortjohn of the Election Board, 
who conducted two St. Louis elections on initia- 
tive proposals; E. M. Grossman, attorney for the 
Board of Education and equal suffrage advocate; 
Frank K. Ryan, single tax champion, and Owen 
Miller, labor leader and former member of the 
Legislature. ,

It will defeat the end for which 
jit was designed by removing competition, the very 
thing essential to prevent monopoly. There may 
well be tacit considerations of comity which will 
| Prevent the Indiana company from reorganizing 

as 8 Missouri concern to re-enter into competition 
‘with the Waters Pierce company. 
The control of the same monopoly has been ac- 
complished promptly and directly by the State of 
Kansas through another proceeding.. Four years 
ago, at about the same time that Missouri began 
the ouster proceeding, Kansas took the position 
that there ought to be some way to make corpor- 
ations behave themselves without putting them 
out of business. Kansas provided for a receiver- 
ship under the supervision of the Supreme Court 
td take charge of the property and manage the 
business of any corporation which perverts or 
abuses its corporate privilege. The law reads, in 
part, that when “the corporate abuses can be cor- 
rected without dissolution, receivers may be ap- 
pointed to manage the corporate property and 
business under the supervision of the Court until 
fully corrected, after which the corporate man- 
agement and property may »* returned to owners 
and managers thereof; and the Court may remove 
any officers responsible for the abuse and mis- 
management of the corporate property and busi- 
ness, and may order the calling of an election of 
the stockholders to fill such vacancies.” 

In the case against the Harvester Trust, in 
which the new law was first applied, the Court 
held that: 

“Where a corporation has by its conduct 
become Mable to a complete ouster the court 
may in its discretion make a limited or guali- 
fled order of ouster prohibiting certain spe- 
cific acts, and retain jurisdiction and control 
of the parties for the purpose of making 
further orders in the prenfises should just 
and proper cause arise therefor in the fu- 
ture.”’ 

Such “limited ouster’? proceedings, as Attorner- 
General Dawson describes them, are by no means 
an extension of the court’s original jurisdiction. 
They are a logical working out of the remedies 
furnished by quo warranto. They have proved 
effective in promptly calling to account the Har- 
vester Co., the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, the 
Standard of Kansas, and the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Co. 

That such limited judgments of ouster could be 
worked out equally well in Missouri appears rea- 
sonable, and the remedy may be commended to 
the studious consideration of Missouri’s legisla- 


tive mind.

THE STATA PARE. 
Opposition to the movement for a State park 
in Missouri is not always well informed. For in- 
stance, the Warrenton Banner says: 

A proposition is before the State Legislature to 
buy the Hahatonka lands for a State park. The 
measure ought to be defeated as it could not pos- 
sibly benefit any great number of people. Only 
those who have means for a vacation could enjoy 
the park, and that class have means to find re- 
sorts elsewhere. The poorer people, who ought to 
be benefited by the park, would have only the 
“pleasure” of paying the expenses of keeping it - 
up. 

On the contrary, it is proposed to purchase and 
maintain the park with surplus funds from the 
Game Department, which derives its whole reve- 
nue from hunting licenses. It is because ‘people 
who have means are disposed to find these resorts 
elsewhere that the park is proposed. Open to 
campers and fishermen, and made a distributing 
center from which to supply the State with game, 
it could be made the means of keeping in Mis- 
sourl @ great deal of money spent every year by 
people who have to go elsewhere.

How to Enjoy Orchestral Music. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ! 

Some concert goers would derive more enfoy- 
Ment, and arrive at a more correct appreciation 
of the Symphony concerts by study along the fol- 
Icwing lines: 
1.—Fix attention most carefully upon the con- 
ductor during a performance. Watch his every 
movement and gesture, for every movement has 
mest decidedly and directly a meaning of its own. 
A- modern orchestra is the greatest of musical in- 
struments and the leader is playing upon it, giv- 
ing it {ts tempo and expression, as palpably as 
aces the organist with the organ. A motion here 
or there calls one, another, or more of the sets of 
Instruments {nto action: his gestures indicate to 
the players the expression, loud or soft, delicate, 
fcrcible, animated, fast, slow or what not. With 
such @ conductor as Mr. Zach, thoroughly in com- 
mand of his resources, it is delightful, almost 
wonderful to see how completely and immediately 
those forces are at his command and how sympa- 
thetically they respond to his signals. Watch 
every motion of the conductor for but a short 
time, noting how they bring into controlled ac- 
tion the players and you will be brought into 
such a spirit of accord with his interpretation of 
the compositon that a new appreciation, a new 
light will break upon you. Intelligence will gup- 
plement feeling and the beginning of a knowl- 
edge of “musical content” will dawn upon you. 

2.—Turn to the membership of the orchestra, 
page 5 of the program and study the Ist of in- 
struments. Note the names of them and the fact 
that they may be classed as string, wind and per- 
cussion instruments. There are five string instru- 
ments, viz: violin (first and second), viola, cello, 
double bass and harp. The wind instruments are 
divded into wood and brass wind. The wood wind 
are the flute, piccolo, oboe, clarinet, bass clarinet. 
bassoon and double bassoon. The brass wind are 
the horn, trumpet, cornet, trombone and tuba. 
The percussion instruments are the tympani, tri- 
angles and cymbals. By examination, and some 
inquiry, you can locate these different Instru- 
ments, fn their places in the orchestra. By noting 
which instruments follow or come tn on the con- 
ductor’s motions, learn to separate their tones 
and to distinguish them {fn their classes from each 
ether. A proper study before and’ during con- 
certs will in short time enable you to tel] viola 
from cello or first or second violin; clarinet 
from oboe, or bassoon, and the brass winds from 
each other. When you have acquired the art of 
making these distinctions unconsclously, 1. e., you 
know which instrument or set is playing a par- 
ticular part without the mind dwelling on it any 
more than it does on the fact that you are breath- 
Ing, you are moving along on the road to an un- 
Cerstanding and judging as well as having the 
sensuous enjoyment of the music.

SALONICA, European Turkey, Feb. 15.—Hurope’s 
latest and smallest republic has grown out of the 
Balkan war. It is Mount Athos, the sacred penin- 
sula, near Salonica. It contains nothing but 21 
ancient monastries, founded by Russians, . Greeks, 
Bulgarians and Servians in the twelfth and thir- 
teenth centuries. All overhang the cliffs of the 
Aegean Sea and the Monks go up and down from 
the shores in baskéetx worked on puliies by their 
brethren. 

So sacred is the peninsula that no female is al- 
lowed therein, not even a cow or a hen. Neither 
milk, cheese nor eggs can be had. 

Some time ago, peasants employed by the monks 
to help till the tand, smuggled in wives disguised 


in trousers, but the monks angrily expelled all they 
detected. 

The abbot of the older Russia monastry kept a 
cat, which recently disgraced the island by having 
kittens, All the monks held a court to try her, de- 
clared she had broken their sacred rules and had 
her drowned. The abbot was reprimanded for taking 
in the cat before finding out whether it was eligi- 
ble for admittance. 

Some of the monastries are very strict, never al- 
low the inmates to wash even hands or faces, or to 
go outside the gardens, which are said to be very 
beautiful. Others contain the oldest Greek manu- 
script in the world, supposed to be able to fi!) gaps 
in the Epistles and other parts of the New Testa- 
ment. 

The idea of making Mount Athos a republic came 
from Russia, anxious to keep her influence in Mace- 
donia, and is unwelcome to Bulgaria, tired of tute- 
lage and used to considering the church as a po- 
litical factor, now of less importance than before. 
But the other allies pressed Russia's preposal, be- 
cause they felt jealous of Bulgarian domination in 
that sacred territory. 

Delegates from all the allied states wil! meet in 
Salonica under the Russian Consul and draw up 
the new republic’s laws. 
Sarians, who hitherto has lived in Constantinople 
probably will live on the peninsula. 
Thanks to the support given them by Czur Ferdi- 
nand, of their faith, the Roman Catholiés in Bul- 
seria enjoy a good degree of toleration. But those 
priests the Post-Dispatch correspondent met in Al- 
bania and Old Servia say they preferred Turkish 
rulers, who let them alone altogether. But they 
hope Austria will go on protecting them, and insist 
on Servians keeping that clause of the treaty of Ber- 
lin, which insures religious liberty for all.

lect signatures to inititative petitions 
seems still more absurd. When corpora- 
tions can hire lobbyists and agents of 
all sorts to get legislation, why can- 
not organizations of the people employ 
agents to do necessary work? 

Changes should be made in our organic 
law which would make it unnecessary 
to submit local proposals to State-wide 
vote, as is now done. Last fall one of 
the amendments applied solely to St. 
Louis County, and it was defeated 
through the natural indifference of 
voters outside of that county. 

Another thing needed is an election 
procedure which will insure a correct 
count of the vote on amendments. It 
has happened in this city that precinct 
election officials, tired out after fin- 
ishing the count on a long ballot, have 
agreed arbitrarily on the figures to be 
given for and against amendments, and 
have certified to those figures, without 
counting the vote at all. Such acts make 
voting useless. 

HENRY KORTJOHN JR.:- Under 
our present election system, propos- 
als to amend the Constitution do not 
havea fair show atthe polls, whether 
they are submitted by the Legis- 
lature or through the initiative. They 
have to be yoted on at general elec- 
tions, and have to get, for passage, a 
majority of all votes cast for candi- 
dates. And experience has shown 
that usually one of two things hap- 
pens. Either the proposals are ig- 
nored by so many voters that they 
fail of a majority, or else someone 
proposition is singled out for attack. 
and to make sure of voting against 
it, many voters vote against all the 
proposals on the ticket. 

The best way to consider an amend- 
ment to the Constitution would be at 
a special election, called for the sole 
purpose of considering that one pro- 
posal. Then, at least, the measure 
would not be defeated through indif- 
ference, for those not interested in it 
would not take the trouble to vote. 

But there are so many amendments 
proposed that it would not be prac- 
ticable to hold a special election for 
each one. The next best thing, then, 
would be to have a special election 
on the amendments, apart from the 
election of candidates, and to have 
each proposal designated s0. plainly 
on the ballot that it cannot be mis- 
taken for anything else. 

Some caption, a word or phrase, 
like “Single Tax,” ‘Equal Suffrage.” 
“University Mill Tax,” should be over 
every amendment. At present, the 
language in which amendments ap- 
pear on the ballot is mostly legal ver- 
biage, and many voters have not the 
time to study out which preposal is 
which, so vote against all for the 
purpose of defeating one. 

The Municipal Assembly last fall 
passed ordinances to submit to the 
people of St. Louis three proposals. 
One was to tncrease salaries of As- 
semblymen; another was to estab- 
lish the initiative and referendum in 
city legislative affairs, the third was 
the supplementary bond issue for the 
free bridge. 

The proposal for the initiative and 
referendum was put on the ballot in 
a form which showed plainly what it 
was. But the salary increase pro- 
posal was in words which did not 
indicate its nature, even to the most 
intelligent reader. The Election Com- 
missioners had to put it on the bal- 
let in that form, as the wording had 
heen specified in the ordinance. The 
free bridge proposal was plainly 
stated. 

The people defeated the salary in- 
crease and bond issue proposals, and 
referendum 
proposal, which appeared on the bal- 
lot between the other two. This 
showed that the voters used. dis- 
crimination, and also that the people 
will not vote for anything that they 
do not understand. Probably there 
was no overwhelming’ sentiment 
against the salary increase proposal, 
Lut the wording, a proposal to amena 


. Section so-and-so of the Charter, re- 


lating to legislation, and not stating 
what the amendment was, aroused 
suspicion. 

From the number of proposals for 
amending the Constitution, and ‘tthe 
difficulty of dealing with them, I be- 
lIfeve we will have to hold a consti- 
tutional convention not many years 
hence. An important thing to con- 
sider at that time will be to provide 
practical means for amending the new 
Constitution, In accordance with the 
wishes of the people. 

FRANK K. RYAN: Let the Legis- 
lature go ahead and hamstring the 
initiative and referendum, if it de- 
sires. There is no doubt in my mind 
what effect such action would have 
on the political situation in Missouri, 
and particularly on the 8st. Louis 
spring election. 

The proposed change would have to 
be ratified by the people and I find 
it difficult to believe that the people 
would adopt any proposal to limit 
their own powers of action under the 
initiative. But even if this ts done, 
the very fact that the people are pro- 
hibited from initiating a movement 
for the single tax will, in future, 
tend to make people think about the 
single tax. They will wonder what 
this terrible thing is, that they have 
been 80 carefully guarded from vot- 
ing on. 

If the initiative and referendum re- 
main as at present, the public will 
have to learn to use them. The trou- 
ble. thus far, has been that the poll- 
ticlans of Missouri have not favored 
the use of the tnitfative. In 1910 the 
politicans were interested in beating 
the prohibition amendment, and in- 
stead of fighting it alone, they passed 
the word along, “Beat all the amend- 
ments,” in the fear that someone, 


trying to vote for some other amend- 
ment, would inadvertently vote for 
prohibition. Last year, when the poli- 


ticians joined the hue and cry against 


single tax, the result was the same. 
Now, in Oregon, the politicians are 
in the spirit of the initiative and ref- 
erendum, and teach such voters as 
they influence to use them Intelli- 
gently, not in the blind, indiscrimi- 
nate manner that they have been used 
in Missouri. The Oregon ‘plan of 
publishing a State official pamphlet, 


containing the arguments made for 
and against the different legislative 
proposals, is also a good one. 3 

OWEN MILLER: The initiative and 
referendum should be let alone. What 
business has the Legislature to tamper 
with it? 

To make any additional requirement 
as to signatures, or to put any restric- 
tion on getting signatures, would be to 
destroy the whole thing, for it is hard 
enough to get the required number of 
signatures under the old system. I

Legislature ia much ‘more willing 
to submit matters te vote of the people 
than it would be if the initiative did not 
exist.

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ORDINANCES TO 
ELIMINATE GRADE 


Wabash Approval Expected Be- 
fore Measures Are Introduced 
This Week. 


AFFECT 8 DANGER POINTS 


Kreismann and Reber Are Anx- 
ious to Have Assembly Act 
Before Adjournment. ° 


Elimination of eight grade cross- 
ings along the north side of Forest 
Park and the western limits of St. 
Louls is expected by Mayor Kreis- 
mann and President Reber of the 
Board of Public Improvements 
through a definitely decided admin- 
istration policy of having the city 
pay the consequential damages inci- 
dent to a change of grade in the rail- 
read tracks and streets. 

The Wabash Railroad has 
consideration plans prepared in Re- 
ber’s office for the elimination of 
the grade crossings and the city offi- 
cials expect that within a day or 
two the railroad wil officially notify 
the Board of Public <Improvements 
that the. plans meet with its ap- 
proval: Ordinances wiil be introduced 
not later than Friday for a separa- 
tion of the grades of these eight 
crossings, according ‘to Chairman 
Lehmbefg of the Council Committee 
on Public Improvements. 

President Reber and the receivers 
of the Wabash reached an agreement 
several months ago on a general plan 
for the abolition of the Wabash 
grade crossings, but the city has not 
been able to induce the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railroad, which has 
a joint ownership of a part of the 
Wabash tracks,.to enter the agree- 
ment. 
| Court Decision Hastens Work. 
| Following the decision of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court two months ago 
that the city can legally compel a 
railroad to erect viaducts over its 
tracks, officials began plans for 
doing away with the grade crossing 3 
along the line of» the Wabash anl 
Rock Island. Plans were drawn fo: 
depression of the Wabash tracks 
along the northern edge of Forest 
Park to enable the streets to cross 
the tracks at nearly the street grade. 
y The exact extent of the depression has 
not been made public by the board, but 
the announcement was made that there 
will be only a slight elevation of the 
streets. The State law requires that 
viaducts over railroad tracks shall have 
a clearance of not less than twenty fect. 

The board will give particular atten- 
tion 
crossing on Delmar boulevard, and, of- 
ficials say, if there is any question about 
the right of the city to change all W:- 
bash crossings, they first will devote 
their attention to the Delmar boulevard 
crossing. The plans for this crossing 
provide a depression of almost twenty 
feet for the railroad tracks, so that a 
long approach for the viaduct may be 
avoided, thus reducing to ae smse!l 
amount the consequential damages 
which the city will be required to pay. 

How Grades Will Be Made. 

The grade established for the Wabash 

track by the Delmar crossing ordinance 
differs one foot from the grade which 
the tracks would have through the park 
if the other ordinances planned are in- 
troduced. City officials say this dif- 
ference will be of little consequence and 
can quickly be settled in a conference 
of city engineers and engineers from the 
Wabash. 
- A-ponference of engineers of the city 
and -thte: Missouri Pacific and Frisco 
railréads will be held tomorrow after- 
noon in the offices of the Board of Pui- 
lic ._Improvements. Mayor Kreismann 
and-the members of the Public Improve- 
ments committees of the Council 
House of Delegates have been invited 
to attend. It is expected that a defi- 
nite agreement of the change of grade 
at Tower Grove crossing will be reached 
at this conference. 

The Mayor believes that the Municipal 
Assembly will accede to the administra- 
tion plans for.the city to pay consequen- 
tial, damages in all grade crossing sep- 
arations, though the Assembly has not 
gone on record in support of the plans. 

Terminal Bill Report Tuesday. 

A bill providing for a viaduct over 
the Terminal Railroad Assoctlation's 
tracks at Union avenue, which was 
introduced in the Council three weeks 
ago, has been held in the Public Im- 
provements Committee more than two 
weeks. Dr. Lehmberg, chairman of 
the committee, says he expects the 
committee will report this, bill favor- 
ably Tuesday. It provides that the 
city shall pay the consequential dam- 
ages. When it reaches a vote im 
both houses the administration will 
definitely know what support it can 
count on. 

It is the desire of the Mayor to have 
the Wabash ordinances introduced 
this week in order that there may be 
time to pass them before the present 
administration expires. The Munici- 
pal Assembly will adjourn the latter 
part of March.

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In the Senate the drys are captained by Sen- 
ators Kane of Stoddard County and Craig of Nod- 
away County, and the wets are led by Senators 
Lysaght of St. Joseph and Gardner of St. Louis 
County. These leaderships are quite as important 
apd as well understood as are those in the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties. They are even 
more important. The Democrats* have reduced 
the Republican representation in the House to 28 
and that in the Senate to eight; but the division 
on the temperance issue, which in some ways bears 
upon all other issues, is much more even. 

There are some amusing shades of dryness 
and wetness.

The mere fact that a member of the Legislature 
{a a wet is a no better sign that he will drink 
with you than the mere fact that he is a dry Js 
that he won't. The practical phrasing of an in- 
vitation to a member of the Legislature to drink 
with you is, therefore, something like this: 

“My dear sir, there are so many shades of drys 
and wets in the Legislature that it would proba- 
bly be difficult for you to explain what kind you 
are. Will you not, therefore, accompany me te a 
nearby bar, and be judged: by your order?” 

Not even a very dry dry objects to this. They 
all understand the tediousness of classificatioa. 
The casual visitor to the capital cannot be ex- 
pected to know if one is a preaching and practicing 
dry, a preaching or practicing dry, a wet of one of 
these three orders, or a kind of either one or the 
other, even more difficult to understand.

ZOLNAY ACCEPTED 


BY ARTISTS’ GUILD 





Board’s Action Unanimous After 
He Speaks of Members as 
“Artistic Small Fry.” 





CHISEL REMAINS HIDDEN 


No Effort to Identify Person 
Who Criticised Sculptor—In-. 
cident Declaréd Closed. 





The directors of.the- Artists’ Guild, at 

a meeting yesterday’ afternoon, replied 
tc Sculptor. George Julian Zolnay’s 
charge that its membership is composed 
mostly of “poets, dancers and artistic 
small fry,’’ by unanimously accepting 
the resignation which he submitted Fri- 
Gay, in the name of himself and his 
wife. Pr ae , 
The directors decided that they would 
make no effort to’ discover the identity 
of a writer who signed himself. “Chisel” 
in a caustic criticism of Zolnay which 
appeared in a weekly publication, and 
whose expulsion from. the Guild the 
indignant sculptor demanded. 

“So far as the directors are con- 
cerned,” said Clark McAdams, president 
of the Guild, to a. Post-Dispatch. re- 
porter last night, “the Zolnay incident 
is now closed. There was no discussion 
of its remarks in -the: newspapers. The 
directors have made no attempt to 
learn who “Chisel” is’ and will make 
none.” } 

Thinks Curley the Author. 


It became known last night that one 


ef the persons Zolnay chiefly suspects 
as the author of the letter, is F. E. A. 
Curley, ‘curator of the Art’ Museum. 
Curley laughed last night when a Post- 
Dispatch reporter asked him if he were 

“‘Chisel.’”’ 

‘Mr. Zolnay would have much imper- 
tinence ‘to accuse me,”’ he said. “But I 
will not deny it and will not say that I 
wrote the letter, although I know who 
did write*it. Mr. Zolnay says the man 
who wrote the letter is a cad, and I 
Am no-ead. 

, “It believe Mr.-Zolnay has some matter 
Of resentment towdrd me because he 
declares I damned one of his sketches 
with: faint’ praise. I “would not afford 
htm thé satisfaction’ of either aémitting 
or denying that I wrote the article.”

A number of artists attended a din- 
ner at the guild last night, during which 
Zolnay’s attack upon the organization 
and his resignation were discussed. Ac- 
cording to Victor S. Holm, who jis a 
teacher of sculpture at Washington Uni- 
it was decided.‘‘to treat Zol- 
nuay’s outbreak with silent contempt.”’ 

Holm would not ‘maintain .the agree- 
ment of silence, however,’ and burst 
forth with: 

“Zolnay has no right to complain that 
‘Chisel’. attacked him with personali- 
ties. When I defeated him in the Ives 
Memorial contest, when a jury pro- 
rounced my design superior to his, di<n’t 
he refer to me as ‘a self-educated 
Sswede?’ 

“One would think that.the Artists’ 
Guild had committee lese’~ majeste 
against. Zolnay:. He will jump at the 
siightest straw to get publiicty for Zol- 
nay, and he doesn’t care at whose ex- 
pense.

In his interview yesterday Zolnay said 
the Guild and not himeelf would Le 
the loser by his resignation, as he had 
made the ofganization what it is today.

While the bogus envelope was still on 
its way to New York, Arias managed 
to get one of the bills changed in French 
gold, arid it passed through the Havana 
branch of- the Bank of Montreal, and 
then threugh the National Bank of 
Cuba. This caused suspicion to rest 
on Mayoz, and his arrest and long de- 
tention followed.

Swirling Water Engulfs Them, 
but Protecting Ledge Offers 
Place of Safety.

He laughed 
when his father stubbed his toe and 
fell. The father’s hold on the sled rope 
loosened and when he scrambled to his 
feet he saw that his child was flying 
toward the brink of the falls. 

The next instant the sled slipped off 
the edge of the ice at the brink, was 
seized by the swiftly falling water and 
the tiny form crepes into the chasm 
below. 

Hebrich had made a desperate effort 
to reach the sled rope. As the child dis- 
appeared over the edge of the falls the 
father followed in one wild leap, the 
flight of father and child into the gorge 
being almost simultd@ieous. Little Bar- 
ney dropped into © pool and was 
churned up and down then deposited on 
a shelf of rock whé’e he, rested with 
his knitted woolen cap pulled down over 
his face. 

The father reached his child’s side 
and, seeing blood on his hands and 
neck, thought he was badly hurt. He 
pulled himself and boy to safety among 
the bolders at the side of the rapids be- 
fore he realized that his right leg had 
been smashed at the knee by contact 
with the rocks in his fall. The blood 
on the boy was from his own wounds. 

Miss Stella Quick, who was passing on 
the public highway nearby, heard his 
calls for help and gave the alarm. 

Blankets were lowered the 60 feet with 
ropes and with these little Barney was 
wrapped and pulled up to Miss Quick. 

Hebrich fastened the rope about his 
shouldérs and was in turn pulled up to 
safety. 

On account of the father’s exposure, 
pneumonia is feared, but the baby boy 
Was only shaken up and a few hours 
after.the accident was playing with his 
toys.

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IN SENATE, FIRST 
SINCE WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—President 
Taft, his Cabinet. the entire House of 
Representatives, the Senate, the Su- 
rreme Court and the diplomatic corps 
assembled today in. the Senate cham- 
ber at memorial services for the late 
Vice-President, James S. Sherman. 

With all its solemnity, it was a scene 
of color and dignity, the President 
flanked by the somber, pobed justices of 
the Supreine Court and brilliantly 
dressed diplomats, arrayed. in full court 
costume. It was said hy the Senate his- 
torians to have been the first time since 
Washington that.a President had entered 
the Senate chamber while Congress was 
in session. : 

The President said in part: 

“Mr. Sherman was a man with whom 
no one could come in contact without 
feeling better for the meeting and with 
a more kindly disposition toward his fel- 
low men and the world at large. Ivery- 
one, high or low, who met him felt the 
influence of his good will. 

‘He loved politics; he correctly 
thought that he could be engaged in 
nothing more useful to his country and 
became a partisan on principle. He be- 
came to be believed thoroughly, and in 
my judgment, rightly, that the only pos- 
sible means of securing @ffective, per- 
manent and just popular. government, 
truly representative of the people, was 
through parties, and therefore he was 
willing to give up much of his personal 
judgement to reconcile the views of him- 
self and his assistants upon a few great 
principles.

“The Board of Special Inquiry has 
held—and its decision has been affirmed 
upon appeal to the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor—that Gen. Castro

Therefore, telegrams passing between 
the State Department and its represen- 
tative at Caracas, upon which the board 
relied, are no evidence whatever to con- 
nect Gen., Castro with the death of Gen. 
Paredes. When examined before tie 
special board he had the right to insist 
that the proof on this point be restricted 
to that required by the act, viz., his own 
admission. 

Beard Cannot Try Alien. 

“This provision must have been insert- 
ec as a limitation upon the power of the 
immigration authorities. It deprives 
them of the right to try the question of 
guilt at all. So it is a privilege to aliens 
because it insures.them against any such 
trial. This privilege is entirely taken 
away if an admission may be rested 
upon the presumption arising from the 
alien’s refusing to answer questions on 
the subject when under examination. 

“I think the act contemplates an ex- 
plicit and voluntary admission. The 
same kind of reasoning as is here re- 
lied upon by the Government was passed 
upon by the Supreme Court in respect 
to the degree of proof in Chafee vs. 
United States. 

“There the trial judge instructed the 
jury that although the Government was 
obliged to prove the offense charged be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, still if it had 
made out merely a prima facie case, the 
jury might, if the defendants did not 
meet it by producing their own books 
on taking the stand, arrive at the con- 
clusion that there was no reasonable 
doubt by relying upon the presumption 
that they would have taken the stand 
and produced their books if their test{- 
mony or their books would have been 
favorable to them. 

“The Supreme Court held that this 
doctrine would turn the defendants’ con- 
stitutional right not to testify intended 
for their protection into an engine for 
their sure destruction.”’ 

In conclusion Judge Ward says: 

“I think the immigration authorities 
have erred as a matter of law in their 
construction of the statute, and so have 
extended their jurisdiction. The prayer 
of the petition is granted and the alien 
cischarged.”’ :

Nagel today indicated he probably 
would appeal from Judge Ward's de- 
cision overriding his order for the de- 
portation of Cipriano Castro.

~-GHANGED BY LAW 


Recently Railroaded Bill Author- 
izing Alteration Is Now 
Pigeonholed. 











DOVER, Del., Feb: 15.—Alfred Victor 
Dupont 


will not have his name 
changed. He is the son of Alfred I. 
Dupont, multimillionaire vice-president 


of the Dupont Powder Co., and his 
divorced wife, Bessie Gardner Dupont 
of Wilmington. The boy will, be 13 


March 17. He is attending the Halloeux 
School at Great Barrington, Mass. 

A bill changing. the boy’s :name to 
Dorsey Cazenove Dupont, a. family 
name of his mother, was recently ‘“‘rail- 
roaded” through the House of Represen- 
tatives at the direction of the father. 
Neither the mother nor the boy knew 
anything of the “change of hame”. plan 
until after the measure nad been in- 
troduced in the General Assembly. . It 
was returned from the Senate.with as 
much haste as it had beén- sent to the 
upper body and is now reposing ih the 
Miscellaneous Committee of the House, 
of which Timothy J. Mooney is ¢hair- 
man. There, it was declared today, the 
measure will die. 

Representative Mooney says he was 
imposed on. He declares the bill was 
Lurriedly adopted upon an impression 
conveyed by T. Bayard Heisél, a Wil- 
mington lawyer, that it was introduced 
at the instance of the mother and 
would not be opposed. 

The scheme had partially succeeded 
when the mother sent Andrew C. Gray 
of Wilmington, formerly Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Delaware, and son “£ Federal 
Judge George Gray, to the Levisiature 
poste haste. He saw Mooney; Mooney 
saw the legislative leaders and the mea- 
sure came back from the Senate with 
the same express train speed that had 
carried it there. The plan was to rusli 
it through the Senate. 

When the bill was reconsidered, a 
Wilmington newspaper explained. Du- 
pont’s course as follows: 

“Because of some of the acts of my 


former wife, mother of the boy, I do 
not care to have the child bear my 
name.”’ 


It was npt specified what the alleged 
acts were. ” 

The father insists upon paying the 
tuition of the son to whose name he 
objects, at the Great Barrington school. 
The boy is his only son. It is said that 
Mr. Dupont furnished the money to Mr, 
Hallock with which to establish the 
school. 

The young son several days ago wrote 
a letter to his mother from Great Bar- 
rington in which he protested against 
having his .name changed. The mis- 
sive was shown to several members of 
the General Assembly. The youthful 
appeal for justice was so effective that 
it had a material bearing on the action 
of the House in recalling the bill. 

Edward G. Bradford Jr. of Wilming- 
ton, brother of the present "Mrs. Al- 
fred I. Dupont, is a member of ihe 
House. He voted for the bill. when it 
was “railroaded’’ and was absent when 
it was reconsidered. : 

The Dupont family has been con- 
spicuous within the last decade for its 
social infelicities. William Dupont, 
younger brother of Senator Henry A. 
Dupont and reputed worth $30,000,000, 
went to North Dakota and got a divorce 
from May Dupont. They are ‘cousins. 
Soon afterward, in 1893, Mr. Dupont 
married Willard Saulsbury of Wilmin;- 
icn, just elected United States Senator 
by the Democrats. Senator-elact Sauls- 
bury was a law student of Victor Du- 
pont, father of May. There was always 
a strong liking between the coupie. They 
row live in thé mansion in Wilmington 
that was built by William Dupont and 
which he occupied with his erstwhile 
wife before Saulsbury move jin. 

William Dupont has remarried. Ife 
resides in Orange County, Va., «cn the 
President Madison estate, which he purer 
chased. ‘ 

Got Divorce in Dakota. 

In 1906 Alfred I. Dupont went to Da- 
kota and in November of that year won 
a divorce from Bessie Gardner Dupont. 
In 1907 Mrs. Dupont No. 2, then Mra. 
George A. Mory 
secretary to Mr. Dupont, 
divorce at Carlisle, Pa. 
later she and Alfred I. Dupont were 
married at the Hotel Plaaz, New York. 
Wilmington society then and there took 
sides with the first wife and it has 
been thus aligned ever since. 

In 1892 Louis C. Dupont, son of the 
late Irene Dupont and brother of Al- 
fred I. Dupont, walked into the W'1l- 
mington Club and blew out his brains. 
A few years later, Maurice Dupont, 
another brother, was 
many members of his family for mar- 
rying ‘““Fottie’ Fitzgerald, an_ Irish 
parmaid of Queenstown. 

Two months after the marriage of Al- 
fred I. Dupont to his present wife. in 
October, 1907, his eldest daughter, Made- 
line, eloped from her father’s mansion 
near Wilmington with young John Ban- 
croft Jr., son of John Bancroft, secre- 
tary of the Joseph Bancroft & Sons 
company, the largest finishers of cotton 
goods in the world. 

Young Bancroft and his bride went to 
Germany, where a son was born. 

German Was Corespondent. 

The youthful husband—he was barely 
*1, and his bride was 19—returned from 
Europe ahead of his wife. In June, 1911, 
he brought suit in Wilmington for adl- 
vorce on statutory grounds. He named 
‘his wife’s second son, an infant, as co- 
defendant and referred to the child in 
the bifl as Max Hebler Jr. Max Hebler 


was made corespondent. 

The young wife brought a counter suit 
for divorce, naming two women of 
Munich as corespondents. The nusbahd 
won the case and the infant was de- 
fared to be of illegitimate birth.

Catchers don’t differ in general av- 
pearance from the average run of hu- 
man beings, the principal point of dif- 
ference being in the little finger of the 
right hand, which is shaped something 
like this: ). 

* * * 

The pitcher and catcher form what 
is called the battery; the catcher is the 
receiving end of the battery and wears 
a mask, hence the term, ‘‘maskd bat- 
try.”’ 

The pitcher and the catcher work by 
signals; the catcher squats down with 
his hands .between his legs and sig- 
nals the pitcher the kind of ball to 
pitch. If he lays one finger across ‘his 
gloved hand, it: means “Strike him 
out: two fingers, “Make him hit it to 
third;” three fingers, “Long fly to cen- 
ter,”” etc., etc. 

The pitcher upon getting the signal 
shakes his head and signals back the 
kind of ball he intends to pitch. It 
will thus be seen that the component 
parts of the battery are always work- 


ing in harmony. 
* + * 


There are occasions, however, when 
the battery gets its signals crossed and 
the ball goes by the catcher, to the 
great discomfiture of the fans assem: 
bled. This is called by the pitcher a 
“passed ball” and by the catcher a 
‘‘wild pitch.” 

* * * 

Besides a mask, the catcher wears 
a chest protector and shin guards. 
When rigged out in his full panoply of 
war the catcher bears a striking re- 
semblance to a deep sea diver. Roger 
Bresnahan was the inventor of the shin 
protectors, but they did not protect him 
from the slings and arrows of an out- 
rageous baseball confract.

There are many who believe that the 
catcher is made to wear @ mask to 
keep him from biting the batter; but 
such is not the case. It is to prevent 
the balls, which cost the, management 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $1.10 
wach, from being flattened out on the 
catcher’s head.

The catcher is the most important 
factor in the game; if you don’t believe 
it, ask him.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—John McGraw, 
manager of the New York National League 
champions, today signed a five-year contract 
to manage the team for the seasons of 1913- 
1917 

McGraw was working under a five-year 
contract, which had two years to run. The 


old contract, however, wWas abrogated and 
the new one gives McGraw a substantial 
increase in salary. It is safd that McGraw’s 
old contract called for $18,000 a season, 
and that his stipend has been increased to 
$20,000 a year. 

Pres. Hempstead Really Happy. 

President Hempstead of the Giants issued 
a statement saying: 

‘‘It. gives me great pleasure to announce 
that the New York National League Baseba!! 
club has entered into a contract with John

While the water fowl are going back 
and forth, luring some of the nimrods

splash will be at our doors, let us con- 
tinue the stories of the sagacity of 
birds and beasts. 

This one pertains to the wisdom of 
deer. Naturalists would call it instinct, 
though some prefer to have it plain rea- 
soning, just as that astute sportsman, 
Col. Christy G. Gillaspy, fathoms it. It 
happened near Tallapoosa at Birds’ 
Island, Scott County, on Little River, 
and both Gillaspy and Dr. T. E. Tom- 
linson were witnesses. 

They were on a drive, and the dogs 
were bringing the quarry well around 
on the opposite side of the river. Dr. 
Tomlinson and Col. Gillaspy were on the 
alert. 

“Suddenly, out of the chapparel on 
the other side of the stream came 4&4 
pair of lordly deer,” says Gillaspy. 
‘They were well in advance of the dogs, 
had evidently spurte? to be so, and 
they took their time. They could have 
waded right into the water and swum 
on. But that was not the game. Both 
loped to a little knoll or hill, some 10 
or 12 feet above the water, and thence, 
one after the other, they leaped as 
far out in the stream as they could. 
Then they swam to the middle and 
continued downstream, i should say, a 
couple of hundred yards, perhaps far- 
ther. There they parted. One went 
lower and took an easy slope. The wne 
nearest us climbed an almost perpendic- 
ular bank to the veldt on the side of 
the river. There it took two or three 
leaps as far as possible to one side and 
then stood still, waiting to see the dis- 
comfiture of the dogs. I could not re- 
sist the temptation of a long shot and 
took it. The deer fell, but got up and 
away it went. I watched it gallop away 
and afterward was not sorry. 

“And, believe me, those dogs were 
puzzled. They came up, got to the jump 
off place and stopped. They retraced, 
circled, bayed miserably and no amount 
of work could get them to take the 
trail of the wounded deer. The dogs 
had been outwitted and knew it. 

“T saw this with my own eyés, and 
it was clear reasoning. I have sesn 
wounded deer taking the center of a 
stream for the double purpose of throw- 
ing off the scent and cleansing the 
wound, but never did I see such palpa- 
ble thinking as shown by these two 


deer.”’

TATE EXPLAINS STEPS 
AGAINST COLISEUM SHOW 


The action of the St. Louis Automo- 
bile Manufacturers and Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation in ruling against ‘‘unsanctioned 
shows,” is causing much comment 
among local dealers. The resolution 
passed by the assoctation at a special 
meeting is to the effect that ‘any. manu- 
facturer or dealer who exhibits at an 
unsanctioned show in St. Louis or St. 
Louis County will not be permitted to 
show his cars at any association show 
within 12 months thereafter. A _ pro- 
vision of the by-laws passed two years 
ago automatically drops any member of 
the association who participates in an 
unsanctioned show. 

President Frank B. Tate of the Manu- 
facturers and Dealers’ Association 
said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“We want to correct the report which 
is being industriously circulated that 
we are fighting the Coliseum. Like all 
cther good citizens of St. Louis, we 
want the Coliseum to succeed and we 
have in a number of instances permitted 
our members to show cars at such ex- 
hibits there as the “Made-in-St. Louis 
show.”’ Our only purpose is to secure 
for the 78 dealers in our association 
every possible benefit from our own 
annual show at Forest Park Highlands 
and to maintain its integrity. 

“We do not want people to come here 
from the surrounding country with the 
impression that they are going to see 
vwur big show, when, as a matter of fact, 
they will not see at the February show 
a single one of the cars handled by our 
members, for none of them will exhibit 
there. When these people come to St. 
~ouls and find only a few of the stand- 
ard makes exhibited, they go away wich 
the impression that St. Louis is a poor 
eutomobile town and will transfer their 
purchases to Kansas City or Chicago

SEVERAL NEW LAWS 
IN MO. LEGISLATURE 


Jointly with the dealers in Kansas 
City and St. Joseph, Mo., the St. Louis 
Automobile Manufacturers and Dealers’ 
Association has introduced in the Mis- 
sour! Legislature a bill to give a lien on 
a motor car for storage and repair 
charges. The lien is to be based on the 
written order of the owner of the car, to 
prevent the possible gouging of unscru- 
The bill is pending 
in both the Missouri Senate and House. 

A bill was also introduced Thursday 
which will do away with the practice of 
dealers lending duplicate license plates 
to purchasers of cars. This practice has 
been so abused in the country districts, 
some owners using a duplicate for 
months, that it..will be made a mis- 
demeanor for an owner to borrow or a 
dealer to lend a duplicate license plate. 
This bill is an administration measure, 
though drawn by the St. Louis Automo- 
bile Manufacturers and Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation.

PREDICTS COMING 
“OF MESSIAH WITH 
GREAT CATACLYSM 


End of March Will See Millen- 
nium Ushered In, Says ‘‘New 
Era’? Promoter. 


That the Messiah, heralded for seven 
nights by a new constellation which will 
spread the letters of his name across 


the firmament, will arrive in St. Louis 
at the end of next month, and that tle 
advent will be accompanied by a Cos- 
mic convulsion which will destroy the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans, are tenets 
of a religious creed called the New Era 
Association, which is being promoted 
by Leon B. King of the Park Hotel, 
University City.

GONFERENGE GALLS 
MEETING FEB. 12 


Is to Plan’Campaign for Nomi- 
nation of Board of Free- 
holders. 


Representatives. of more than 2 civic, 
business, labor and professional organi- 
zation# will meet in the Public Library 
at 8 p. m. Feb. 19 to plan a campaign 
for the nomination and election of a 
Board of Freeholders to draft a new 
city charter. The Joint Charter Con- 
ference is issuing the call for the meet- 
ing and also js inviting representatives 
of organizations not included in the list 
of invitaty pag members of the four 
City Centr@iéommittees and the -pub- 
lic generally. 

It was decided by the Conference to 
call the meeting as soon as the Legis- 
lature should have passed the new 
municipal primary bill, which is now a 
law. The original bill received amend- 
ments which make its provisions non- 
applidiblé to the,Board of Education 
and the Freeholders. 

The invitation sent by the Joint Char- 
ter Conference calls attention to the 
fact ‘that on April the voters of St. 
Louis will be:called upon to elect 13 free- 
holders fo draft a new charter for the 
city. Under the provisions of the new 
primary ‘act, those freeholders will be 
nominated either by agreement among 
the party committees, or on a nonpar- 
tisan ballot by petition, not, in any 
event, by: party primaries. 

There is, therefore, an opportunity to 
secure ‘a representative nonpartisan 
board, according to the invitation. 

; ‘Co-Operation Invited. , 

To select such a board, the letter 
states, will require the co-operation of 
every organization in St. Louis inter- 
ested in’ any way in better municipal 
government. Thirty-two organizations 
pow compose the Joint Charter Con- 
ference, a loose and informal co-oper- 
ative body, which any organization may 
join by sending two delegates to a meet- 
ing. 

The Executive Committee of the Joint 
Charter Conference has suggested the 
following plan: 

That every organization in the city 
in any way interested should send not 
more .than two delegates to a meeting 
at which will be considered the proper 
ualifications of members for such a 
board and the proper make-up of the 
toard to represent fairly the whole com- 
munity, no names to be discussed at the 
meeting. : | 
Following that, each organization is 
to be asked to discuss men who will fit 
these qualifications and to suggest 
names of suitable candidates. These 


man, will be sent to every organiza- 
tion, with a request to select the thir- 
teenth who the organization agrees will 
make the best board. 

Names Are Wanted. 
In this way it is hoped the names of 
at least twenty-five or thirty suitabie 
men will be obtained and also definite 
expressions of how the board should be 
made up. 
These men then can either be nominat- 
ed.on petition or names suggested to the 
party committees to appear on all party 
ballots. 
In the judgment of the Executive Com- 
mittee, no other plan would more fairly 
test the sentiment of organized St. Louis 
in regard to securing the best possib‘e 
Board of Freeholders. 
The question has arisen as to whether 
nominations on nonpartisan tickets by 
petitions ardé possible under existing 
laws, because there is a doubt as to 
whether the Board of Freeholders or thé 
School Board is ‘city or municipal of- 
fice.’’ A Holt Roudebush attorney for 
the Civic League, has been asked to 
render an opinion as to whether it would 
be possible, under any existing law, to 
nominate members of the Board of Ed- 
ucation and the Board of Freeholders by 
petition on a nonpartisan ballot. His

Post-Dispatch reporters obtained the 
views of the Circuit Attorney, Prose- 
cuting Attorney and Excise Commis- 
sioner on what effect the enactment of 
a home rule law would have upon the 
enforcement of the statues regulating 
the liquor traffic in St. Louis. 

Cireuit Attorney’s Views. 
Circuit Attorney Harvey prepared the 
following statement: 

“I will not express any opinion what- 
ever in regard to this measure, nor will 
I champion either side in this contro- 
versy. To do so would justly subject 
the office of Circuit Attorney to “criti- 
cism, especially if the ‘functions of said 
office should hereafter be invoked for 
the suppression of any lawlessness al- 
leged to have resulted from the enact-. 
ment of, or failure to enact, the pro- 
posed law. The office of public prose- 
cutor should stand ready to enforce 
the law, to the extent-of its powers, re-. 
gardless of whether the Police and Ex- 
cise Commissioners are appointed by the 
Governor or by the Mayor. To advo- 
cate one or the other side of the meas- 
ure now would afford ground for ques- 
tioning the good faith of the office in 
its alleged activity or inactivity, suc- 
cess or failure, in regard to prosecuting 
any aforesaid lawlessness; and the ef- 
ficiency of an office depends very large- 
ly upon the confidence reposed in it by 
the public.”’

Labor Commissioner, remained in the 
city to act as intermediary between the 
firemen’s committee and the railroads 
conference committee of managers. 
Hanger did not share President Carter’s 
apparent pessimism. 

The firemen earlier in the day had 
rejected the latest proposition of the 
railroads suggesting arbitration under 
the Erdman act, but with six arbitra- 
tors instead of three as the law pro- 
vides. 

Carter was asked tonight regarding 
the suggested possibility that the rail- 
roads might seek legislation for amend- 
ment to the Erdman law, so as to pro- 
vide for six or more members instead 
of three on the arbitration board. 

“We are satisfied with anything Wash- 
ington does,’’ replied the firemen’s presi- 
dent.

18.—Republican 
Senators ata conference today adopted 
the most radical kind of a progressive 
legislative program. Five measures were 
placed on the schedule for passage be- 
fore the adjournment of Congress. All 
of them have née strongly and persis- 
tently urged bY LaFollette and repre- 
sent the limit of ‘his advanced ideas. 

The action of the conference came as 
a surprise. It was held to indicate that 
the leaven of Progressivism is working 
and that the regulars are willing to 
pacify the insurgents even if it is nec- 
essary to swallow coplous doses of La 
Follette’s allopathic medicine. It is 
freely predfetéd that the action taken 
today will go far in the direction of 
forming a basis on which the warring 
faction in the Republican ranks may 
unite and prepare for some scheme of 
reorganization. 

Five Radical Measures. 

The five measures recommended for 
passage were: — 

Providing for the physical valuation of 
all railroad property used for the bene- 
fit of the public. The Adamson bill, 
already passed by the House, will be 
amended to meet the views of LaFol- 
Fette. 

The Committee on Finance will be in- 
structed to formulate and report a bill 
creating a permanent tariff commission, 
non-partisan in character. All measures 
to that end have been ignored by the 
committee up to this time. 

A bill regulating the hours of em- 
ployment in the District of Columbia 
providing that women and children 
may not be required to perform more 
than eight hours work in one day.

POLICE LOBBYISTS BUSY 





Proposed Raise in Salary Would 
Mean Higher Taxes, 
‘Says Taussig.

POST DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Feb. 15.—Although: the 
General Assembly is # days old and has 
cost the State up, to’the present time 
more than $70,000, important legislation 
has proceeded slowly chiefly on account 
of the opposition of the prohibition 
forces to the enactment of home rule 
laws for St. Louis. 

The leader of the anti-home rule con- 
tingent, Representative Charles M. Hay 
of Callaway County, is attorney for the 
Anti-Saloon League and an ardent pro- 
bibitionist. He is:against home rule, 
he says, although the platform of his 
party is to the coritrary. Behind any 
law proposing ‘for St. Louis a system 
of local self-government in its police, 
excise and election affairs, Hay sees 
the shadow of the liquor intérests. He 
draws a picture of St. Louis as a city 
of wicked proclivities and tnfers it would 
run riot with beer and whisky on Sun- 
day if the city was empowered to run 
its police and excise departments. 

Hay has gathered about him a small 
coterie of Democratic. legislators. 
With these followers he meets and 
discusses plans for blocking legisla- 
tion unless home rule is defeated. 

“Public Utilities Talk.” 

A few nights ago he assembled his 
lieutenants in room 202 of the Madi- 
son Hotel and for nearly three hours 
outlined what must be done to clir- 
cumvent the pledges of the Democratic 
party to provide a home rule system 
for St. Louis. After he had singled 
out certain members of the Legisla- 
ture who had failed to agree with 
him on home rule and other vital 
party questions and mapped out a 
program of political warfare, the 
Callaway County member remarked, 
in answer to a question, that it was 
just “a little discussion about public 
utilities legislation.”’ 

That the rank and file of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature do 
not approve Hay’s extreme charac- 
terization of home rule legislation 
was shown when by a vote of 63 to 
48, the Democratic conference decid- 
ed to put the question up to special 
committee of six legislators. On this 
committee are so-called wets and 
drys. Hay was offered a place on 
the committee but he declined ‘to 
serve. 

Barker Sets Aside Objections. 
It was argued by the opposition to 


St. Louis home rule that the Legislature. 


had no power to transfer the appointive 
power of Police and Excise Commis- 
sioners from the Governor to the Mayor. 
This point was disposed of by Attorney- 
General Barker, who, in his opinion giv- 
en in response to the special committee's 
direct interrogation, held that the Busi- 
ness Men’s League bills are constitu- 
tional. In the case of the Police and 
Excise Commissioners, the city charter 
contains no provisions as to how they 
shall be appointed. 

The Democrats of both Houses will 
confer again Monday on the home rule 
measures. The decision of the caucus 
will be made binding on the Democratic 
majority. Hay and his friends, how- 
ever, are threatening not to abide the 
judgment of the majority of their Dem- 
ocratic associates. 

Police Lobby Has Busy Week. 

The police lobby worked rather cau- 
tiously but none the less effectively dur- 
ing the week. Sergt. Tom Dolan and a 
squad of patrolmen and special officers, 
all in citizens’ clothes, were here from 


St. Louls. They are stopping at private 
hoarding houses, having passed up the 


hotels as being altogether too public for 
thelr operations. 

Unless some St. Louis members regis- 
ter a protest, the bills providing for an 
increase in the organization of the St. 
Louis department and an addition of 10 
per cent to the wage schedule of ser- 
zeants, patrolmen and turnkeys, will be 
adopted. These measures. would add 
more than $400,000 a year to the St. Louis 
police payroll. The police admit they 
raised a fund to insure the passage of 
the bills, but refuse to give details. 

B. J. Taussig, City Comptroller of St. 
Louls, declares that if the police bills 
afe passed it will mean that either the 
tax rate in St. Louis mypst be increased 
or the appropriations for public work 
and for city institutions, which now are 
clamoring for funds, must be cut down. 

“The present revenue of St. Louis,” 
says Taussig, ‘‘cannot care for this in- 
ereased expense. Out of the tax of $2:22 
on the $10 valuation now collected, the 
city gets $1. This is barely enough to 
meet the current expenses and provide 
small sums for public improvements.” 

Status of Other Bilis/

lengthy hearing on the bill has been 
held. This measure will be reported out 
by the committee. and come before the 
Legislature for consideration probably 
the latter part of next week.

serve’ as school directors in the rural 
districts. 

Institution Appropriation Agreed On. 

The Joint Cotrnmittee on Appropriations 
of which Representative Swearingen of 
Jackson County, and Senator Lysaght 
of Buchanan Ceunty-are chairmen, after 
lengthy hearings have drafted and in- 
troduced into the House the measure 
carrying the appropriations for the 
eleemosynary and penal institutions. The 
educational budget for the State Uni- 
versity and the State normal schools is 
about ready for introduction. 

The House and Senate committees on 
Penitentiary and Reform Schools have 
made some progress in the ultimate so- 
lution of the convict employment prob- 
lem, which is considered one of the 
gravest confronting this Legislature. 
The apparent plan is to extend the con- 
tracts for a period of two years or 
more, while the State makes some ar- 
rangements for employment for the con- 
victs. 

The Legislature two years ago en- 
acted a law abolishing the contract sys- 
tem and provided that when current 
contracts expired the State should sup- 


ply employment for the convicts. This 
law created a serious crisis for the 
State, because of the lack of revenues 


and threatened loss of the earnings of 
the convicts.

A settlement of the war in the Bal- 
kans would increase the needs of Con- 
tinental Europe and create a fresh de- 
mand for cotton. _. American milla are 
daing a good domestic business, but ex- 
port demand is - small. Prices are 
steady. 

The movement ‘into. sight is compara- 
tively small, running* about half the 
quantity that eame into’ stght last ‘year 
for the corresponding week.

Not New, Says Mahler. 

Prof. Jacob Mahler says: “To begin 
with, the name Hesitation Waltz is very 
much of a misnomer.

I remem- 
ber in 1889 when A. M. Loomis, the 
father of the Saratoga Lancers, danced 
it at Saratoga Springs. Mr. Loomis was 
from New Haven, Conn., and’ was one »° 
the leading dancing instructors of the 
country.

have been introduced recently into the 
step, but the rhythm of it is the o'd 
pause waltz that Loomis originated aod 
which I have been teaching my pupils 
for a number of years. 

“T have no desire to rob St. Louisans 
of the honor of originating a new dance 
step, but it is very amusing to watch 
them frantically endeavor to claim par- 
entage for a child that is really older 
than its alleged father and mother. 

“The step is a graceful one, and when 
not crowded with a lot of vulgarities and 
exaggerated effects, it is decidedly a 
pretty one. I doubt, though, if it ever 
will take the place of the old waltz, 
which is ever old yet ever young.” 

Miss Alice Martin, in an article 
written for the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch, says:

She talked four min- 
utes, saying women were human beings, 
and that it is about time women as- 
serted their suffrage rights and quit 
Hving lke a lot of carrots, turnips and 
onions. Miss MacCoy then called for 
volunteer speakers. 

In @ corner an old man arose. Ha 
appeared to be 70 years old and had a 
long, white beard. He walked to the 
chairman's table, and, carefully removed 
his coat and put it with his hat on 
a chair. Then he started. 

First he announced he was “strong 
for equal suffrage.’ Then he changed 
his subject to England, and, final'y, 
after 10 or 15 minutes, got to China. 
There he remained until 9:20, when the 
chairman declared the meeting ad- 
rece leaving the old man wading

A man 1-64th of an inch thick and 7 
feet Nigh walked to the front of the Co- 
lumbila Theater stage yesterday after- 
noon and said: ‘Ladies and Gentie- 
men.” 

In these prosaic words he introduced 
to a small audience—a term now for the 
first time applicable to spectators at a 
moving-picture show—the latest marvel 
of Thomas A. Edison’s invention, the 
“talking movies.” 

In clear and resonant tones the man 
on the white screen gave a brief outline 
of the experiments which had led to this 
newest achievement of applied science. 

It was startling to note the perfect 
synchronism between the movements of 
his lips and the sounds. which were sup- 
posed to come from them. The speaker's 
gesturés were so well timed to empha- 
size his words that the illusion brought 
forth something which is rarely heard 
at a moving picture show—a spontaneous 
burst of applause; manifested in hand- 
clapping and exclamations of wonder- 
ment. 

Smashing of Piate Heard. 

Whén the man on the screen had told 
of the new invention of which he. was 
the pictured embodiment, he walked to 
a table, took a plate and dashed it to 
the floor. There was the combined crash 
and tinkle of breaking china. 

But this was merely the introduction 
to a series of startling reproductions of 
simultaneous sound and motion. A 
young man walked into the picture and 
sat down at a piano. Both man and 
Pigno were mere projections on a sheet 
of white muslin, yet when hé ran his 
fingers over the keys there was a realis- 
tic reproduction of the sounds of a real 


0. 

While he played a dreamy prelude, a 
young woman walked into the picture 
with a violin in her hand. Daintily pois- 
ing the bow, she swung it into the soft, 
sweet strains of ‘“‘Suwanne River.” 

Many of those who saw this first ex- 
hibition of the talking movies in St. 
Louls said that the reproduction of the 
violin and. plano duet. was the best ahd 


ance. 
After the fair violinist had bowed her- 
self out another young woman, pretty as

Pictures Crack Jokes. 

The second part of the performance 
was a picture show by the Edison Min- 
strels. There was the usual setting 
with the band at the back of the pic- 
ture and the interlocutor and end men 
in the foreground, with the chorus sing- 
ers grouped around them, 

The interlocutor and the end men ex- 
changed jokes, just as if they were flesh 
and blood performers. Then the peer- 
less tenor sang ‘‘Silver Threads Among 
the Gold” and the minstrel performance 
concluded with choral singing of “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” 

.In producing these talking pictures the 
phonograph and picture machine are 
geared in such a way that they are per- 
fectly timed. The motions and lip move- 
ments of.the performers are absolutely 
simultaneous. — 

The performance given for the first 
time in St... Louls yesterday before an 
audience of newspaper men was unlike 
anything ever seen in St. Louis.

A few davs ago Sam Swith; who privateby 
ossevérates his innoccnce, pleaded guilty to mur- 
der and was sentenced to serve 30 years in the 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary at Chester. He 
told his counsel that he had changed his plea 
because the ghost of John Jones had appeared 
to him in his cell and warned him that he, too, 
would be hanged unless, he should picad guilty. 

Smith killed Asa Black at Hallidayboro, Il. 
Nov, 5, 1912. For several weeks prior to the 
calling of his case in the Circuit Court he oc- 
cupied a cell in the county jail, which for 16 
years has been known in that part of Illinois 

» “The Haunted Jail,” because of the visitations 
of the John Jone’ apparition. Smith thus ex- 
plains fils change of plea: 

“Il was in my cell bunk Thursday night, when 
John Jones. suddenly appeared in my cell and 
sein: 

“*Smith, you'd better plead guilty to murder, 
as they are going to hang you if you don’t---and 
I know how that goes!’ . 

“T began pleading with him that I was inno- 
cent of murder, but he kept Insisting that. 1 
plead guilty, until I began to believe that it 
was the only thing to do to get rid of that ghost 
and save my neck. I went into court Friday 
morning and changed my plea from ‘not guilty’ 
to ‘guilty.’ é 


Apparition Appears as Rat, 
Sheep and Fireball. 


More than a dozen prisoners in the jail, it is 
declared, have pleaded guilty to charges ranging 
fiom petit larceny to murder, because of warn- 
ings from the ghost on its nocturnal visits since 
May 19, 1896, the day of the hanging of John S. 
Jones, alias Frank Jones. It is a tradition in 
Murphysboro that the day before Jones was. ex- 
ecuted he told the other prisoners that after he 
Was hanged he would return to the jail, in spirit, 
Asal haunt it, 

Kver since then, at intervals, the Sheriff and 
the jailer have been told by prisoners of the 
Appearance of the specter. All the. prisoners 
u-sociate fhe apparition with John Jones, though, 
a (ording to some of them, it does not always 
come in the form of a man. 

Sometimes. tne prisoners say, it comes as a 
Bian whose features resemble those of Jones. 
At other times it assumes the form of a small 
white animal about the size of a rat, which in 
a few seconds grows to the size of a sheep. This 
unearthly thing, say the prisoners, walks up- 
right, as a four-footed beast on its hind legs.

A Kansas Jail Ghost 


N November, 1911, a “jail ghost” caused 
| excitement in St. John, Kan. Jacob 
Mueller, a former St. Louisan, serving 
as a jail guard, fired two shots at what he 
believed was the specter of Joe Brennan, an 
early-day outlaw who had been captured 
and chained in a sodhouse on the present 
site of the jail at St. John, where be is 
said to have died of starvation. 
Mueller said he saw Joe Brennan’s .ghost 
twice. Each time dhe fired at it, leaving 





bullet holes in the prison door. At the 
time he claims to have seen the ghost there 
was in progress at an open-air theater 
next door a moving picture representation 
of the outlaw’s life and death. 

















‘“PHE HAUNTED JAIL’’ OF JACKSON COUNTY, TLL. 


Kaci of the 21 prisoners confined in the 
“Haunted Jail” when this is written declares 
that he has seen John Jones’ ghost. Jones oc- 
cupied cell’ No. 1, at the northwest corner of the 
jail. This has been known as “Death Cell” since 
the days of Jones, and new prisoners always im- 
plore the jailer not to put them into it. A 
man named Charles Love, present occupant of 
the “Death Cell,” gives this account .of his ex- 
periences: 

“Until [I was placed in thig jail I did not. be- 
lieve in ghosts, but I have seen evidence enough 
io convince anybody that ghosts exist. One pays 
wimost nightly visits to the jail. e 

“! was lying on my bed soon after the lights 
were extinguished one evening, and presehtly I 
Saw another man in the cell with me. I have 
seen a picture of the murderer Jones, who was 
executed within 25 feet of the cell I now oc- 
cupy, and I tmmediately recognized him. His 
eyes were burning like balls of fire, and I began 
to believe that my time had come to die. His 
tonfle was hanging out of his mouth several 
luches, and he was choking. 


Prisoner Describes Specter With 
Tongue Hanging Out. 

“I have seen him-—-or whatever it is—on several] 
occasions since and in different forms. The last 
lime | sew it | was preparing to go to sleep. I 
upened my eyes. In the corridor beside my cell 
sat something that looked more like a goat than 
anything else I can think of. It reared up on 
its hind legs and noiselessly passed out of sight. 

“I know that it cannot be a 


person, because 


the only door leading outside is locked when the 
jailer leaves after turning out the lights at night, 
and it is not unlocked until he calls in the morn- 
ing.” 

Another prisoner who claims to have seen the 
ghost is Herbert Randol, who thus describes its 
Vieitations: — 

‘I have seen the spirit or ghost of Jones sev- 
eral times since being locked in jail, and have 
seen it in several different forms. | saw 
when it resembled a man with his tongue hang- 
ing out, passing from cell to cell as though he 

or it--were looking for something or somebedy. 

“On another occasion I awoke one night with 
a start. Looking up to the top of my cell I 
saw two great eyes like balls of fire, glaring at 
me. [ could not make out the form of its body 
in the darkness, but I know that it was a chost. 
When I screamed it disappeared.” 

Randol and all the others “know” the thing 
is a ghost, according to their statements, and all 
are convinced that somehow John Jones is re- 
sponsible for every apparition, whether the 
thing be man, rat, goat, sheep or merely glaring 
fireballs in the ceiling. 

All of the other present inmates of the jail 
tell stories of similar sort. Each man declares 
that he has seen the ghost several] times. 

Jermes Williamson of Cairo, who was placed 
in the* Murphysboro Jail’ for Safekeening to 
await his tria] at Cairo, gives one of the most 
realistic descriptions of the non-material visi- 
tant: 

“The first night I was in jail I was placed in

150 PRISONERS TELL OF GHOST 


By WILLIAM JERNIGAN, Jackson County Jailer. 


LTHOUGH I do not care to go on record as saying that I believe in ghosts, 

I will say that if ghosts really appear, I believe the Jackson County 

Jail is haunted. I have been custodian of the prisoners for the past two 

years, and have placed about 200 prisoners in the jail, and I believe that fully 

75 per cent of them claim to have seen the ghost. of John Jones, 
hanged in the jail yard about 17 years ago. . 

My office is on the first floor of the building and the cellhouse is on the 
second floor. I have been called to ths cellhouse night after night for weeks by 
the screams and pleadings of the prisoners, who: live in deathly fear of the 
ghost. At times the prisoners become so frightened that it is necessary to keep 
the lights burning in the cellhouse all night. 

I now have in my care 21 prisoners, and every one of them claims to have 
I at one tie had a man in my care who 
would begin pleading with the ghost a3 scon as it became dark and keep it up 
all night, unless the lights were kept burning. I showed him a picture of John 
Jones and he immediately recognized it as the same man who would visit him 


Although I have never seen the ghost, I have at different times had men. 
in my care who have told me in all sincerity that they had seen the ghost on 
more than one occasion, and some of them are men-whose word is considered 
good. at any time. I personally lock the cellhoyse every night, and know that it 
is no joke being played on the prisoners, as I am oe sure to see that no one 


Sam Smith, who is now in jail and waiting to be: sent to the penitentiary 
at Chester, told me Friday, Jan. 24, that the ghost of Jones appeared in his ce’ 
Thursday night and advised him to plead guilty to murder, or he would be 
hanged. Smith went into court Friday morning and pleaded guilty to murder.

tLey found a welcome at the Faskin home. 

Faskin, Street Commissioner, found his new 
son-in-law a job; and he was given a position 
also in the Ca:thage band. He had no cornet. 
Charles Dumars, leader of the band, lent him 
one. 

One day Harry was missing. “So was the cor- 
net. So was some of Mrs. Van Waringa's jewelry. 
Harry had come to Kansas City alone. 

The bride followed. Sne toiu officers she had 
given Harry the jewelry, and she persuaded Du- 
mars not to prosecute when she recovered the 
cornet and returned it to him. Mrs. Van Waringa 
got a position as stenographer, ne went to work 
and they boarded and apparently were wapvpy. 

But for Mrs. Van Waringa the prison romance

1. 1°11, Ven Waringa was arrested, charged with 
stealing t cls from the Anderson Electric Co. 
He had sold the tools and bought a cornet with 
the money. He was convicted in the Criminal 
Court and sentenced to six months in jail, and 
he would have got a longer sentence but his wife 
arose ip the court-com and pleaded with Judge 
Letshaw to be lenient witb him. 

She went to work at once to bring influence 
enough to bear to have him parolea. She enlisted 
the sympathy of the Rev. James Small, assistant 
pastor of the Independent Boulevard Christian 
Church, the richest church in Kansas itv, which 
was endowed by R. M. Long, millionaire I:mber- 


man. The preacher and Mrs. Van Waringa ap- 











peared in court to plead for the convict. 

“I'll parole him to you,” said Judge Latshaw. 
“But I don’t believe he’ll make good.” 

And to the convict the Judge said: “Your wife 
is a good woman, hut I’m afraid she got her hero 
ideas f-+m a paper-backed book. She fancied 
she saw some good in you and married you to 
bring it out. You have abused her confidence 
and dragged her down in the mire. If you make 
good it will surprise me.” 

Van Waringa went to work for tne Shaw Taxi- 
cab Co. Exactly one month later ne wis arr ted 
charged with committing 15 small forgeries by 
which he had got $200, and all of it he spent for 
a silver-mounted cornet. For this he was con- 
victed and sentenced to eight years in the peni- 
teniary. But Mrs. Van Waringa kept at work as a 
stenographer under an assumed name, and all her 
spare time was spent in working for t*e parole 
of her husband. 


Prayed in Court 
for Husband. 


One day she went into court and fell upon her 
Knees and lifted her clasped hands and prayed 
that God would touch the heart of the Judge and 
move him t~ parole her husband.
